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By the foregoing amendment, applicant has amended claims 1-4. 9, 14, 1 5, 17, 19, 
26, 91-93, 97. 100, 104, 122, and cancelled claims 100, 110 and 1 16. 

Claims 101 and claims 1 1 1 and 1 1 7 dependent on claim 1 0 1 have been allowed. 

Claims 104 and 123 have been indiealcd as allowable il rewriUen in independent 
foim, have been so rewritten and should now be allowed. 

Claims 1-45, 91-93, 97-99 and l02-i03. 105-109, 1 12-1 15, 118-122 and 124 
remain at issue. 

Reconsideration of the rcjecUon of independent cl^m I and claims 2-25, 106, 1 12 
dependent thereon: indepcndenl claim 26 and claims 27-45, 107. 1 13 depcndcnl ihercon; 
independent cJaim 91 and claims 122, 92 and 93, 108, 1 14; and independent claim 97 and 
claims 98, 99, 109, 1 1 5 dependent thereon under 25 USC: 102(e) over Butler et al. is 
respectfully requested in light of the above amendments to the claims and for the 
following reasons. First, Butler el al. relates solely U> an automotive control panel for 
contn>ning o radio and the heating system of a car and has absolutely nothing to do with a 
control for a beverage brewer or the like. Butler et al. is therefore not the prior art to 
which a person of ordinary art of brewer controls would look. For this reason alone. 
Butler ct al. should not be considered. 

Secondly, with respect to claim 1 and claims 2-45 dependent thereon, claim 1 has 
been amended to add additional structure relating to a brewer thai are entirely lacking 
Irom Butler el al. for obvious rea.sons. Claim 1 has aLso been amended to clarify that 
actuation of one of the hidden switches results in performance of the a-ssociated function, 
while in Butler ct al. seJeetiod of diflcrcnt modes docs nothing but revcid switches that 
lhem.selvcs perform no function. Instead, actuation of the switches merely results in 
chan^ng the function that is performed by the multifunction switch 3 when that switch is 
activated. If the multifunction .switch 3 is never actuated, then no function is ever 
performed. 

I'hc only function switch 3 is a tactile switch and is always present and visible 
and never hidden. Therefore Butler ct al. teach away from a hidden function switch that 
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pcrlorms an actual function simply by actuation of that same switch. Such an 
arrangement is not believed suitable tbr asc with a brewer or the like in which simplicity 
of operation and immcdialc action in response to actuation of a function switch is desired. 

Next ail of the independent claims have been amended .specify that the mcan.s for 
changing or selecting the diflcwnt mi>dos ol' operation are not accessible to the operator, 
while Butler et al teaches that the mode selection switches arc both visible when the 
automobile is first started and that both of the mode selections swilcbes are acce.ssible to 
the operator so that the drive may change from cither the radio mode or the heater mode. 
In an automobile, mode selection switches that are not accessible to the drive ofthe car 
would be worthless and have no use. Accordingly. Butler ct al. is countcr-suggcstivc of a 
mode selection means that is not accessible by the operator as spccUlcd in the claims. On 
the other hand, ifthe means for changing the modes ort)penition were accessible by the 
operator, the operator could then set up modes that are not appropriate tbr the brewer in 
question and would defeat one ofthe important objects ofthe invention. I he invention is 
intended prevent, not allow, the operator to make such changes that normally would only 
be made in the factory or in the field by an authorized technician, l-or instance, one would 
not wish the opcrat(»r to be able to select a mode in which switches for three different 
brew cycles for three different si/^ batches of beverage could be made when the brewer 
in question is not capable of handling more than the smallc^5t si/xj batch. The rejcclion of 
the above claims on the basis of Butler et al. is no longer appropriate and should be 
withdrawn. 

Reconsideration ofthe rejection of claims 96 and 98 as being unpatentable over 
Butler et al. in vie of Ward etal. is respectfully requested, fhcjsc claims are dependent on 
claim 97 and are believed allowable for the same rea.sons set (brth above with respect to 
claim 97. There arc no bidden switches of mode selection switches that are inaccessible 
in the toaster of Ward. In addition. Ward has no hidden switches with which Braille could 
be associated, and the control panel of Butler ct al. is for use in an automobile in which 
opcralore are never ,so blind that they need to detect .switches via Braille. Ward relates to 
a toaster and is entirely unrelated to either automobiles or beverage brewers. There is 
therefore no logical basis lor combining these references, and the rejection should be 
withdrawn for this additional reason. 
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
